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Notes on 
Dr. Truman 


One morning on a recent waca- 
tion, the morning’s paper was de- 
livered into my hands as I sat in 

m a chair by the 
beach watching 
the sun rise out 
of the white 
capped Atlantic 
Ocean. | 

There on the 
front page was 
a picture of 
Harry S. Tru- 
man. It had 
been made not 
many hours’ be- 
fore in England far across the 
sea, now glowing in the lights of 
‘the risen sun. His distinctive 
Missouri-American face was smil- 
ing out from beneath the cen- 
turies-old, ritualistic ‘‘Doctor’s 
Hat’’ worn by those who have re- 
ceived that degree from what is 
perhaps the world’s most famous 
university, Oxford. 

The Truman smile was a bit 
self-conscious, but proud. He 
knew he looked slightly ridiculous 
in the hat, which looked much 
like one of those which the late 
Queen Mother of the island 
realm was wont to wear, to the 
delight of all save the milliners’ 
profession. Yet, he also knew a 
rather rare and solid honor had 
come to him, 


Mr. Truman has not endeared 
himself to much of the nation’s 
press, and probably for this rea- 
son there is a disposition to treat 
**Tourist Truman’s’’ journey light- 
ly and, if possible, facetiously. 
Also, we seemingly dwell in a 
time when there is a pall of com- 
placent, autointoxication over the 
nation and there is a tendency to 
be irritated with anyone who dis- 
turbs it. Mr. Truman does that. 


Warm Reception 

The fact remains, however, 
that no American has had the 
sincere, respectful, admiring and 
deeply friendly reception as has 
Harry Truman, private citizen of 
the United States. Indeed, it has 
been the warm affection for him 
which has most marked his re- 
cep’ v.1. 

One British newspaper summed 
it up well. 

“President Truman’s good deeds 
were felt abroad, his mistakes 
mostly at home.” 


Editorials, speakers, news sto- 
ries, radio and television com- 
mentators have called repeated 
attention to the Truman role in 
the imaginative and boldly con- 
ceived decisions of his adminis- 
tration. These include the Trvwu- 
man doctrine, which literally 
saved Greece and Turkey; the 
Marshall Plan, which enabled 
Western Europe to drag itself out 
of the clutches of the then disci- 
plined Communist blocs in each 
country; the airlift breaking of the 
Berlin blockade, Point Four aid 
and the United Nations’ decision 
to meet Communist aggression in 
Korea. Without question, this lat- 
ter decision saved the U.N. It 
should not be overlooked that the 
Russians, in their repudiation of 
Stalin, have said it was he who 
ordered the Communist attack 
from North Korea. 


Straight Talk 


The British expected, and re- 
ceived, straight talk. 

He urged that Britain and the 
United States never become care- 
less about their need for unity 
and for military strength. ‘To- 
gether,”” he said, “we can ac- 
complish great good. Separately, 
we tend to cancel one another out, 
leaving a void in place of leader- 
ship.”’ 

Historian Truman used, with 
good effect, one of historian Win- 
ston Churchill’s obser vations: 
Roman power in Britain did not 
end with a “bang,” but rather 
*‘guttered out,” with consequences 
equally bad. 

Mr. Truman made his point. 

“British and American influ- 
ence must not be allowed to ‘gut- 
ter out’ through disunity shrewdly 
contrived by the Communists.’’ 


Although perturbed himself by 
the dangers of a political year in 
America at a time of great crisis 
in world affairs, Mr. Truman 
sought to reassure the British. In 
election years, he said, the Amer- 
ican people tend to tehave as 
primitive peoples do at the time 
of the full moon. 

“Sometimes,” he added, ‘‘the 
trouble is not that we cannot un- 
derstand each other but that we 
understand each other too well.” 

As to the Russians, Mr. Truman 
said he had grave doubts they 
had indeed ‘‘cast out old Adam.”’ 

Which is about the way most 
of us feel. Harry Truman, who 
did more to halt Communist ex- 
pansion than any man of our 
time, does not believe the ‘‘new 
look” means less danger—but 
more. 

At any rate, Tourist Truman’s 
tour is of solid meaning.

KINGSLAND, June 26 — Rep. 
John Odom of Camden County said 
Tuesday he will lead a fight in 
the Legislature next January to 
repeal the newspaper libel law 
enacted by the 1956 General As- 
sembly. 

Odom, who already has been re- 
nominated from Camden County, 
said he voted for the libel bill at 
the 1955 session, but realizes now 
he was ‘‘misled.”’ 

“I didn’t think it would muzzle 
the press, but it has,’’ Odom said, 
‘‘and it imposes a restriction on 
freedom of speech and freedom of 
the press.”’ 

Odom said he has found that 
during this summer's local elec- 
tion campaigns many local news- 
papers have been afraid to print 
facts because of fear of political 
reprisals under the libel law. 

“It has muzzled the press in 
political news,’’ he declared. 

The Camden representative said 
he already has pledges of support 
from many of his colleagues in the 
General Assembly.

NEW YORK, June 26—The steel 

industry was reported ready to- 
night to offer a compromise three- 
year peace formula if it gets 
specific evidence from union lead- 
ers that the offer would head off 
a strike of 650,000 steel workers 
at midnight Saturday. 

A day of frenzied behind-the- 
scenes maneuvering on the com- 
pany side increased the chances 
for an amicable settlement. But 
the crucial wage negotiations 
could still slide past the strike 
deadline with each side waiting 
for the other to make the first 
formal concession at the bargain- 
ing table. 


ORDERLY SHUTDOWN

down of the steel mills makes to- 
morrow and Thursday the key 
days for hammering out an ac- 
cord without large-scale loss of 
tonnage.

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Fate of Road Bill 
Depends on States 


The House and Senate yesterday sent 
to the President the biggest road con- 
struction bill in history. Pared consider- 
ably below original proposals of up to 
50 billion dollars, it calls for federal-state 
expenditures of 33 billion dollars of ad- 
ditional highway funds in the next 13 
years. 

Spelled out in terms of taxes, motor- 
ists themselves will foot the bill in a one- 
cent added levy on gasoline and addition- 
al taxes on tires and other accessories. It 
is a “pay-as-you-ride” plan as far as the 
federal government is concerned. If the 
President signs the bill, the taxpaying 
starts Sunday. 

Georgia stands to get as much as 50 
million dollars a year or more in ad- 
ditional federal highway funds for at least 
the next two years under the program. 
Money for interstate highways will bear 
a 90 per cent federal label, with the state 
putting up only 10 per cent in matching 
funds. Other primary and secondary road 
funds must be matched on a 50-50 basis. 
The state will do the building. 

It should be pointed out that these 
new funds will be in addition to present 
federal aid and will require additional 
state funds for matching purposes. Some 
state officials have expressed concern 
about whether there will be enough 
money under normal revenue increases 
to take full advantage of the program. 

The State Highway Department has 
assured us that it is ready to undertake 
an accelerated program and that its per- 
sonnel is fully adequate to the task. It 
assures us also that no additional help is 
needed in planning and that, in fact, 
its engineers are far ahead of available 
funds. 

If this be true, Georgia is more fortu- 
nate than many states who have sought 
help of outside traffic engineers and de- 
signers in planning modern road systems. 

The major unanswered questions con- 
cern whether Georgia will be able to 
match these additional funds without ad- 
ditional taxes and how best to spend 
them to secure maximum benefits for the 
state. With the costs of road building be- 
ing what they are today, we cannot af- 
ford the luxury of waste. 

If these qualifications can be met, 
Georgia’s road system should be much 
more adequate to traffic demands with- 
in a decade. Surely there can no longer 
be an excuse for the shameful neglect of 
our interstate highways. 

Nationally it means, a big spur to eco- 
nomic development and should contrib- 
ute greatly to reduction of the frightful 
accident toll in lives and property. 


President Should Meet 
With Nehru of India 


President Eisenhower has announced 
he has “postponed” his July meeting with 
India’s Prime Minister Nehru. The un- 
happy inference is he may not meet 
with him at all but will leave such de- 
liberation to Secretary of State Dulles. 

We trust the President will make 
every effort to avoid such a development. 
He has said publicly that he does not 
regard Mr. Nehru’s policy of neutrality 
as either immoral or dangerous to this 
country. Secretary Dulles has given the 
Indians the impression he does regard 
their position as immoral. It was Dulles 
who so angered the Indians by support- 
ing a “colonialism” stand over the Portu- 
guese colony on the Indian mainland, 
disputed by the latter government. 

Nothing could be gained by having 
Dulles meet with Nehru. A great deal 
could be accomplished by having the 
President give all necessary time to the 
man who followed Gandhi as leader of 
the Indian people. Nehru has maintained 
a representative, parliamentary form of 
government side by side with commu- 
nism in China. It is important we do 
all we can to assist him maintain it. 
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Traffic Experts Seek 
More Speed and Safety 


Setting speed limits that would fit 
each street and abandoning the arbi- 
trary zone system now in general use 
has been suggested by city traffic engi- 
neer Karl Bevins. 

The suggestion is under study by the 
Traffic and Transportation Commission 
and must be approved by that body, the 
police committee of the board of alder- 
men, the aldermen and the mayor. 

The plan would set up a general 25- 
mp.h. limit, with exceptions up to 
40 m.p.h. where conditions permit. Cur- 
rently Atlanta drivers are generally re- 
stricted by law to 25 m.p.h. within a 24%4- 
mile radius of Five Points and 35 m.p.h. 
outside this radius. 

The proposed change has the virtue 
of flexibility, as it can be adapted to fit 
each street. And Atlanta has an infinite 
variety of street types, some safe for

rapid transit, others risky at a snail’s 
pace. 


In the meanwhile T. J. Sikes, super- 
intendent of traffic safety of the police 
department has reported that traffic 
deaths for the year are running ahead 
of the same period a year ago. 


Here we have the traffic men’s prob- 
lem. Traffic flow must be rapid and 
unimpeded for the city’s vigorous eco- 
nomic health. But speed must not jeopar- 
dize public safety. Somewhere lies the 
golden mean and Mr. Bevins’ proposal 
may be it.

Athens Is Ideal Spot 


For Animal Disease Lab 


President Aderhold of the University 
of Georgia will be in St. Louis today to 
propose that the U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture locate its 19-million-dollar ani- 
mal laboratory at the university. 


The university’s proposal is sound and 
meets the qualifications laid down by. the 
secretary of agriculture. Through the 
college of agriculture’s efforts, Georgia 
has made more rapid strides in diversi- 
fied farming in the last quarter century 
than most states. Especially has it made 
strides in livestock and poultry produc- 
tion. 


The state government has done its 
part, too, in promoting farm progress 
through research. Only 13 states spend 
more money than Georgia in promoting 
agriculture. Its research program is well 
advanced and there is a firm base of 
achievement behind it. 


As a regional center of one of the 
most important agricultural areas of the 
nation, Georgia is the logical place for 
locating this laboratory and the Univer- 
sity of Georgia at Athens is the logical 
site for it. 


The livestock program in the South- 
east has reached a stage where such a 
laboratory is more than justified. We urge 
Secretary Benson to give earnest consid- 
eration to locating it in Athens. 


The Cotton Gin Gave 
Our History Its Shape 


A little machine that revolutionized 
the South and changed the course of 
American history soon will be on display 
in Savannah. 


The machine is the first commercial 
model of Eli Whitney’s cotton gin. The 
invention of this gadget which separated 
cotton lint from seeds was responsible 
for the cotton empire of the antebellum 
South, the continuation and extension of 
slavery. and the many problems both 
economic and political that are the re- 
sults of that peculiar institution. 


Whitney, a New Englander, dreamed 
up his gin while visiting a Savannah 
river plantation. Prior to this invention, 
cotton fiber was separated from the seed 
by hand. Mr. Whitney, killing time, made 
an experimental gin and set off a chain 
of events that still are affecting the 
world. 

The model to be displayed was found 
in Wilkes County a few years ago and is a 
direct and close descendant of the daddy 
of them all. It was bought by Mills B. 
Lane Jr.,. of the Citizens and Southern 
Bank. 

Built in. Savannah about a century 
and a half ago it is fitting that this mu- 
seum piece should come to rest there.

A Medical Experiment 
Is Reaching Maturity 


Georgia’s farsighted program to train 
physicians to practice in rural areas is 
beginning to show results. Five doctors 
who received scholarships from the State 
Medical Education Board have completed 
their training and have been assigned to 
rural communities to begin practice on 
July 1. 

Four others will complete their in- 
ternships at the same time, two of whom 
await assignment and two must serve 
for a time in the Army. 

These young physicians, in return for 
agreements to practice for one year in a 
rural community for each $1,000 received 
in state aid, will fill a great need in 
Georgia medicine. There are far too few 
general practitioners and the medical 
schools have not been able to meet the 
demand for replacements in many areas. 

A total of 64 are in medical schools 
at the present under this program. Thirty 
more scholarships will be awarded this 
year. While all of these will not make 
their careers in rural areas, enough of 
them will do so to justify the program. 

The idea behind this experiment was 
sound. It demonstrates how government 
can assist in promoting the general wel- 
fare of the people through public educa- 
tion within the bounds of a democratic 
society. These young doctors will be wel- 
comed wholeheartedly as they enter a 
field where the opportunities for service 
and personal satisfaction are unlimited.

South in Untenable Position 


Last week Gov. Timmerman of South Carolina wrote Southern 
Democratic leaders asking support of a resolution by South Carolina 
Democrats aimed at having Southern state Democratic conventions 
‘‘stand in recess’ until after the national party convention. 


After the national meeting, the 
resolution set forth, state party 
groups could meet again ‘‘to von- 
sider such further programs as 
may be necessary in maintaining 
unity and solidarity of purpose.’’ 

The plain implication would 
seem to be that Southern state 
organizations might bolt if they. did 
not like the decision of the national 
convention on the presidential nom- 
inee or the platform. 

Sen. George, of Georgia, replied 
to Gov,.Timmerman, urging that 
if any differences develop between 
the national and Southern leaders 
of the party, a_ settlement be 
sought within the party. ‘‘We cer- 
tainly cannot expect to have a per- 
suasive voice in the party if we 
withdraw therefrom or continually 
pose the threat of withdrawal,’’ 
George said. ‘‘Such a course seems 
to me unwise and even suicidal 
as has been demonstrated in the 
past.”’

Louisville Searches 


For Dog Poisoner 


Down in Louisville, Ga., where many men own 
hunting dogs and nearly every youngster has a 
pup for a pet, something has been going on that 


has filled the hearts of the people with anger and with fear. 

Three times in the last 40 days, on May 14, May 28, and again on 
June 18, a killer with a twisted brain has gone abroad by night, tossing 
bits of steak or ham, saturated with strychnine, into the yards, 


Seventy-five dogs, a few of them 
fine bird dogs, but most of them 
just mutts that the youngsters 
loved, have been found dead the 
next morning. 

Records of inoculations in the 
office of the city veterinarian 
show that in the quiet town of 2,600 
people there were some 300 dogs 
on May 1. Since then one-fourth of 
them have been killed by the 
poison. 

The poisoning follows one pe- 
culiar pattern. Whoever is doing 
it goes abroad on Monday night, 
sometime between midnight and 
dawn. The next morning dogs will 
be found dead on porches and 
doorsteps, not in any one parti- 
cular section but all over town. 
The deaths continue for two or 
three days as other dogs find the 
poisoned meat. 

Then there is a lull for two 
weeks and the killer strikes again. 
There was a three-week interval 
between the last poisoning in May 
and the one that took place on 
June 18. The police had been 
prowling the town, watching night 
and day, and the people began to 
hope the killer had been scared 
off.

And they 
have real knowledge how much 
the party is handicapped by hav- 
ing no understudy who could step 
into his place should he now de- 
cide to step aside. 

Like party leaders in Washing- 
ton, Republican governors just 
shut out of their minds the un- 
pleasant thought that the Presi- 
dent might let them down — as 
they would regard his withdrawal 
at this late date — and say over 
and over to themselves that he 
will run again. 

Their attitude is perhaps best 
expressed by the governor of a 
very important state politically 
which went heavily for the Presi- 
dent in 1952 and is a key state 
in this year’s election calculations. 

Gov. Goodwin J. Knight of Cali- 
fornia put it simply: 

“I never had any other candi- 
date: We're helpless in California 
without him.” 

California, so far as President 
Eisenhower is concerned, is typi- 
cal of many other states. 

Nobody high in the Republican 
Party likes to suggest a line of 
succession away from the Presi- 
dent, perhaps for the reason that 
the very idea of a substitute is 
depressing. 

However, the natural alternative 
among practical politicians is 
probably that suggested by Gov. 
Langlie of Washington, who is to 
be keynote speaker at the San 
Francisco convention. 

When pressed for an alternative 
on a television news program, 


. Langlie named Vice President

Richard M. Nixon first among -a 
list that included several others 
usually mentioned. 

There is, however, a dubiousness 
about the appropriateness of the 
vice president when _ suddenly 
thrust forward as. the Eisenhower 
replacement, because of a lack of 
enthusiasm for him among sonie 
Republicans. 

Simultaneously, in view of the 
President’s illness, there is a re- 
assessment of him for second place 
on the ticket if the President does 
run again. 

Some of the doubts about the 
vice president’s suitability are be- 
ing raised in his own state. It is 
no secret that he arouses no 
warmth ‘at all in Gov. Knight — 
in fact, the contrary. 

In the dilemma of uncertainty 
now faced by their party, Repub- 
lican governors here got some 
comfort in the public acknowledge- 
ment by Democratic governors in 
many key states that the Presi- 
dent’s ~opularity continues among 
their own people at an amazingly 
high level. 

The Democratic governors con- 
fessed how difficult it would be to 
beat the President, despite his 
health. They based this judgment 
on a knowledge of his standing in 
their states.

Bill Culbreath, who has been around some, put Her- 
man Calhoun in the ring to spar with a smalltime pro at 
the Butler Street YMCA not so many years ago. “Take it 
easy on him,” Bill told the smalltime pro, “for he is just 
a kid and hasn’t fought much.” 
Near the end of the first round the pro tagged the kid pretty 
good and drew blood. Bill clouded up and when Herman came 
back to his corner he told him, ‘‘Go get him.”

NEW YORK, June 26—It was a dangerous precedent that the 


Olympic officials established by arbitrarily qualifying Dave Sime 
for the 200-meter okt and Bud Held for the javelin throw at the 
Bs et see final Olympic tryouts this weekend in 
yy * fm Los Angeles. Neither had been able to 
advance in those events during any of 
the three preliminary meets, although 
injury was a factor with each of these 
top performers. 

Until now there had been an in- 
flexible rule that no athlete would be 
' permitted to compete in the final try- 
outs unless he had qualified. Now 
qualification also can be achieved in 
committee meeting. That’s where the 
danger lies for the future because 
cripples with reasonably adequate cre- 
dentials can claim similar privileges. 
And just where is the line to be 
drawn? 

; However, it may be a risk worth 

taking. After all, the purpose of the 
final Olympic tryouts is to select the 
best available team in the most demo-

cratic fashion possible. The only way this can be done in a 
sprawling, talent-packed nation like the United States is to have 
our Olympians emerge from the searing crucible of com petition. 
The one, two, three finishers in each final tryout event will go to 


Melbourne, Australia, in November and all others will stay 
home. Admitting Sime and Held to the finals still doesn’t con- 
travene this principle. They still will have to make the team, 
temporary reprieve to the contrary. 

Less than a fortnight ago the rangy, 19-year-old Sime, a 
sophomore at Duke University, looked to be the surest thing 
since Jesse Owens to be a double sprint champion in the 
Olympics. He had topped months of sensational performances by 
equaling the world record of 9.3 seconds for 100 yards and by 
breaking the world record for 220 yards with an amazing per- 
formance of 20 seconds flat. 


—Beaten by Morrow and a Muscle 


But in the National Collegiate championship, a semifinal try- 
out, the powerfully built and sleek-moving youngster from Duke 
was beaten by Bobby Morrow in the 100 and then pulled a muscle 
in the 220. Thus he qualified for the century tryout, but not for 
the metric furlong, his stronger event. 

Many well-intentioned parishioners wrote or phoned this 
writer, decrying the rank injustice of it all. They seemed to feel 
that Sime should be arbitrarily picked as an Olympian on his 
reputation and excused from further tryouts. 

‘That's the way the Russians would do it,’”’ the callers and 
writers insisted, ‘‘and we must beat the Russians in the 
Olympics.’ 

That is arrant nonsense. The United States will whack the 
daylights out of the Soviet forces in the track and field phase of 
the Olympics, the No. 1 sport on the program, whether or not 
Sime makes the team. The Red brothers can't sprint anyway. 

The United States Olympic team that will emerge from the 


tryout show will be the strongest team this country has sent into | 


international competition. 

And if some favorite is upended and misses the trip to Mel- 
bourne, dry your eyes. The guys who beat him earned the ride. 
The world’s best sprinter in 1952, for example, was Jim Golliday 
of Northwestern. We had others almost as good, Art Bragg, Jim 
Gaithers, Andy Stanfield and the like. Pulled muscles either 
halted or impeded all of them. That’s how little Lindy Remigino 
of Manhattan College, on the verge of quitting track in ret a 
happened to squeeze his way onto the Olympic team. And who 
won the Olympic championship? Remigino, of course. 


—Not By Decree But By Excellence 


A totalitarian nation can select its Ol¥mpic forces by decree. 
The smaller countries have no choice except to name their few 
standouts. But the United States has far too many stars. The bald 
truth is that we usually leave home a team that would be strong 
enough to win a majority of track and field crowns. 

Back in 1936, George Varoff set a world record in the pole 
vault at the National Amateur Athletic Union championships. One 
week later he couldn’t make the team in the final Olympic try- 
outs. Chuck Fonville set a world shot-put record in 1948. He also 
couldn't make the team. Gil Dodds, our best miler by far turned 
up lame that same year. He stayed home, too. 

It was a generous concession that the Olympic officials made 
to Sime and Held by arbitrarily qualifying them for the final 
tryouts. But unless startling recoveries are made by each, they 
seem destined to fail, more’s the pity. 

The competition for Olympic team places in this country is 
so fierce and the caliber of performances so extraordinarily high 


that the only logical and democratic method for sorting the pro- | 


digious amount of talent is through the medium of final tryouts. 
It isn’t a perfect system. But under the circumstances, it’s still 
the best way that could be devised.

Soft Bones 

Not Treated 
As Arthritis 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 
When pain develops in the lower, 
back and hips in an elderly per- 
son, he ig likely to blame arthritis. 
But distress may stem from 


softening of the bones (osteopo-| 


rosis) of spine, pelvis, and lower | 


extremities. It is important to 
make this distinction because 
osteoporosis can be treated satis- 
factorily with hormones. 

This type of bone softening Is 
mainly a gtriatrics problem. Most 
victims are women and the proc- 
ess usually starts long after the} 
sex hormone secretions begin to 
wane. 

Protein metabolism is affected 
and bone production is at a mini- 
mum because there are too few

Movement: Without lowering 
arms or bending knees, raise 
right leg up to touch wand. Re- 
peat, raising left leg. Be sure 
to pull up and in firmly with 
middle muscles. You may need 
to sit against a wall or a door 
jamb in an archway for sup- 
port. After you get the knack 
of this exercise, hold the leg 
in a raised position for a count 
of six. Holding a contraction 
movement helps tone muscles. 

Finish with a roll. Lying flat 
on back, legs down, roll across 
hips over to right side, then 
back across the hips to the left 
side. On the: third roll, go 
away over onto the abdomen. 
Continue rolling rhythmically 
for a count of 15 to 20. 

Do not overdo on exercise at 
the start. You want to feel

lifetime of devotion in serving 
and developing’ that organiza- 
tion. 

Affectionately known as 
“Mother Jones” to some 100,- 
000 members of the organization 
as well as countless sailors, the 
personable matron was guest of 
honor at the installation lunch- 
eon of the local chapter of Navy 
Mothers of America at Camellia 
Gardens Tuesday. 


The luncheon also marked the 
26th anniversary of the national 
group. 

Mother Jones recalled how, in 
1929, when her only son enlisted 
in the Navy, she felt left out of 
his new world because ‘‘there 
was so much I didn’t under- 
stand.”’ 

“I knew from my son’s let- 
ters,’’ she said, “‘that he was 
well cared for. He wrote pleas- 
antly about Navy life, and gained 
17 pounds his first six weeks in 
the service. 

“But in those days, the man 
in uniform was not respected 
very much by civilians. Our 
friends and relatives were very 
much against his enlistment.’’ 

Mother Jones determined to 
find out for herself just what

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kind of life her son was leading. 

Realizing that other mothers 
in her inland home town (Mc- 
Allen, Tex.) might feel the 
same, she visited the recruiting 
officer and presented her idea 
of contacting other women to 
discover their attitudes about the 
Navy. 

With the approval of the re 
cruiting officer, she wrote the 
17 Navy mothers in the district, 
‘never dreaming the idea would 
have such far-reaching results.” 

At first the mothers got to 
gether just to “talk about our 
boys all we wanted to.”” They 
searched for information on all 
phases of Navy life. 


VORD SPREAD 


Word of the McAllen group 
spread and a letter from Moth- 
er Jones describing her club's 
activities was published in ‘“‘Our 
Navy”’ magazine focusing nation- 
al attention on the group. 

Letters from all sections of 
the country poured in seeking in- 
formation on how mothers could 
form a local unit. 

After “struggling along for 
three years,’”’ a charter was 
granted the organization in 1933. 
In 1944, the club opened its 
membership to mothers of sons 
and daughters in the Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard. Today, 
there are nearly 900 chartered 
units with almost 100,000 mem- 
bers. 

The Atlanta group was organ- 
ized 15 years ago by Mrs. M. 
H. Flaum Sr., Who Tuesday was 
installed as commander for an- 
other term. 

In addition to Mrs. Flaum, of- 
ficers installed Tuesday include 
Mrs. Marjorie Cohn, first vice 
commander; Mrs. Emma Coo- 
per, second vice commander; 
Mrs. Florence Thomason, adju- 
tant; Mrs. Nora Odom, assistant 
adjutant; Mrs. Flora Robinson, 
finance officer; Mrs. Amy Gran- 
tham, chaplain; Mrs. Exer Her- 
ren, assistant chaplain; Mrs. An- 
nabelle Frye, judge advocate; 
Mrs. Jean Jones and Mrs. May- 
belle Phillips, color bearers, and 
Mrs. Jeanette Stokes and Mrs. 
Eddie Cunard, matrons-at-arms. 


WELFARE, RECREATION 

Mother Jones pointed out that 
at the outbreak of World War 
II, the organization turned its 
attention to welfare and recrea- 
tion for Navy men, and toward 
educating the public concerning 
the Navy. 

Services performed for Navy 
personnel included a wide range 
of activities from recreation to 
locating living quarters and baby 
sitting. ‘‘Blue Jackets’ Haven’’ 
was established in Oakland, 
Calif, to give the sailors a 
“home away from home.”’ Oth- 
ers have since been established. 

“Haven” facilities include 
sleeping quarters and recreation 
rooms. Sailors can enjoy home- 
cooked food prepared by the hos- 
tesses at the haven, and refrig- 
erator raids have become a pop- 
ular activity. There are guest 
rooms for relatives. Kitchen fa- 
cilities are offered during par- 
ents’ visits so sailors can en- 
joy their own mothers’ cooking. 

Mother Jones, who will be the 
guest of her sister, Mrs. Larry 
D. Berryman in Decatur for sev- 
eral days, foresees even greater 
accomplishments for the organi- 
zation she founded. 

Her son’s retirement has not 
lessened Mother Jones’ enthusi- 
asm for her work. 

“As long as there’s a USS. 
Navy,’ she declared, ‘‘the Navy 
Mothers will keep on keeping
